N e w Y o r k , May 1st.—The th ird and final day 
of th e centonniul celebration fully equaled the 
preceding days in the m atter of w eather. The 
skies w ere clear from sunrise and there was a 
cool breeze. The streets w ere in excellent con­ 
dition. 
The procession proved to be o f such vast pro­ 
portions and composed of so m any organiza­ 
tions that it was found impossible to adhere 
even to the program m e as finally published 
thus m orning. 
It was 10:30 o'clock before the 
head of the liDe reached the review ing-stand, 
w here the Presidential party were. 


OVATION TO PRESIDENT HARRISON. 
Mr. H arrison and partv reached the stand at 
Madisou Square about 10 o'clock. The Presi­ 
dent received an ovation as he passed up Fifth 
avenue en route. The enthusiasm of the vast 
crowds seem ed in no wise abated, or the desire 
to hurrah surfeited by the events of the two pre­ 
ceding days. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN BY THE THOUSAND. 
There were the sam e m iles of crowded streets 
and crowded balconies, housetops, grand-stauds 
and windows; the sam e lavish display of bunt­ 
ing aud red, w hite and blue generally. And 
there were m ore m iles of processionists th an 
yesterday. It can safely be asserted th a t the 
th ird day was the crow uing spectacular one of 
the week. The procession was so large and 
varied that probably its like w ill not be seen in 
this country again for m any years. A score of 
nationalities were there, m arching under the 
A m erican colors, but attired in characteristic 
national garb. There were scores of highlv 
decorated floats, em blem atic of history, poetrv 
aud m aterial progress. There were school chil­ 
dren bv the thousands, m arching w ith the pre­ 
cision of veteran soldiers. Much of this cau be 
im agined. 
The 
floats, however, being the 
m arked features of the spectacle, need descrip­ 
tion. Some of the m ost striking are described 
herew ith. Floats w ere interspersed along the 
line of the procession, not strictly according to 
the program m e, but w h i: ever expedient, and the 
effect w as very picturesque. 


THE PROCESSION. 
There were societies and organizations by the 
hundreds. 
The procession was led by m ounted police, 
General Daniel Butterfield acting as Chief Mar­ 
shal, w ith a large corps of m ounted aids. 
T hen cam e representatives of the various 
arm y and navy organizations of the U nited 
states service, and the Societv of V eterans of 
the United States Army aud Navy, followed, 
w ith the Twenty-fifth Regim ent ot New York 
Volunteers' Association. 
The next was w hat was designated as the 
Star division. 
This was com prised of a ''e n ­ 
large representation of students of Columbia 
College, students of the University of the City 
of New York, the public school pupils and 
juvenile tem perance and other organizations 
"B aby George W ashington” m arched attired 
in the old-tim e costume. This division, how ­ 
ever, had generally a sober tone. There was 
little glitter or color. 


DIVISION A. 
Division A consisted of a large num ber of in­ 
dependent m ilitary organizations and tem per­ 
ance and ch aritab 'e societies. 
Among the 
striking organizations in the division were the 
Guard 
Lafayette, 
Liberty 
Guards, 
French 
Am ericans, Irish Volunteers, Lafayette Con­ 
clave, and seveial com m ands of Sons of Vet­ 
erans. 
The uext division excited a great am ount of 
enthusiasm , being m ade up of veteran firemen. 
H ardly any m an in th e line of the whole pro­ 
cession received greater applause than H arry 
Howard, who, partially paralyzed, still hobbled 
over the line of m arch. 
He is well-known to 
veteran firemen all over the county. 
Just behind the head of the firem en’s division 
cam e rank alter rank of voluuteer fire chiefs 
aud ex-chiefs aud volunteer bodies, each red- 
shirted, carrying i he bell-m outhed brass trum pet 
of the old-tim e style, cram m ed full ot flowers. 
There were sixty voluuteer fire organizations in 
line, representing New York State, New England 
aud Pennsylvania largely. 


THE STATES. 
There was a float representing “ V irginia,” in 
the form of an old sailing vessel, bringing over 
colonists to the Jam estow n settlem ent. 
"N ew York” was repre.-ented by a boatload or 
Dutch settlers landing on M anhattan Island 
w ith a tent and an Indian on the shore. 
“ M assachusetts” was represented by the May­ 
flower ou a sm all scale, a group of Pilgrim 
Fathers gathered am idships, and the famous 
com pact beiug signed, and a log cabin witli In ­ 
dians trading w ith the early settlers. 
“ Delaware " and " M aryland ’’ were repre­ 
sented in a scene on the shore of the Chesapeake 
Bav, and Lord Baltim ore lauding w ith the Colo­ 
nists. 
Ou a “ P ennsylvania" float W illiam Penn was 
represented dealing w ith the Indians aud refus­ 
ing to m ake a treaty. 
“ Georgia " was in the form of a sm all cotton 
plantation, w ith G overuorO glethorpe and group 
ot early H uguenot settlers in the foreground. 


HISTORICAL. 
O ther floats showed “ The R eading o f the 
Declaration of Independence." " W ashington 
crossing the Delaware," “ W ashington at Valley 
Forge w ith Steuben.” 
The nrst of these floats had a cony of the old 
Federal sta te House in Philadelphia, w here the 
Declaration of independence was signed. 
The Swiss Germ ans had two floats beautiful in 
design, one 
representing “ H elvetia,' 
w ith 
twenty-two living female figures iu the dress of 
the 
diflerent cantons slid an Alpine scene 
w ith a living group show ing “ Tell defying 
Gessler." 
s 
GERMAN 
SOCIETIES. 
There were Germ an riding clnbs, 
singing 
clubs, representatives of Germ an regim ents in 
the American Civil War, athletic (turning) so­ 
cieties, Scheutzen Vereins and sharpshooters. 
There was a representation of the industrial 
pursuits on iloats, w here Germ an A m ericans 
were w orking. The Germ ans, probably, had 
nearly half as m any persons in line as were in 
yesterday’s m ilitary parade entire. It ie esti­ 
m ated that 2),000 Germ ans paraded. 
o n e of the m ost elaborate tableaux in the 
Germ an wins: of the procession represents the 
Prince of Carnival, and is 80 feet long, 8 feet 
wide and 1H feet high. 
It has a num ber of 
colossal cham pagne bottles 6 feet hieb, w ith an 
enorm ous glass perched upon corks in the m id­ 
dle of the float. For decorations there w ere 
m iniature m usical instrum ents and groups of 
m erry-m akers, danc rs and m askers. 
The “ lie d e rk ra n z ” float, in the form of rock 
w ith caverns aud a w ater scene at the base. 
Lorelei sits at the top, playing a harp, w hile a 
young m an comes out of oue of the caves in a 
boat and sings about “ Woe to th e N ym phs.” 
Other singers also appear. 


IRISH SOCIETIES. 
Then cam e the A ncient Order of H ibernians 
and a great num ber of Irish-A ineriean societies, 
w ith others. 
The I . S. G rant Hose Company, Ninth W ard, 
com m anded by Thom as Dryourg. escorted w hat 
purported to be the original overland coach, 
driven by one of the old-tim e drivers, from the 
Missouri river to California ; also, representa­ 
tions of the pony express and the pony ridden 
by Hoslan, known on the frontier as ‘ Pony 
Bob.” 
Division C consisted of thirteen tribes of the 
I am m any Society, headed by John Cochrane as 
M arshal. 
Then cam e the division consisting of Jersev 
operatives, the Plasters’ Society, cloak and suit 
industry, M utual Benefit Society of Operative 
Painters. 
O ther organizations were interspersed, and 
am ong these were United Polish Societies, the 
I>ohemian National Association aud Colored 
C entennial Committee. 


THE PRINTING PRESS. 
. 
Among the industrial floats show ing progress 
and notew orthy com parisons w ere: One float 
on w hich was an old hand printing press of the 
earliest tim es, in w orkiag order, and on the fol­ 
lowing float was a m odern press driven by elec­ 
tricity. These printed and distributed the pro­ 
gram m e of the civic and industrial parade as 
the procession passed. 


AT THE REVIEWING STAND. 
T he first float in the procession cam e w ith a 
Swiss com pany. I t represented the Swiss Re­ 
public, and on a great truck were thirty young 
women attired in national colors. 
As they 
passed the President they all threw roses and 
lilies at him. 
General Abram Daily, a veteran of 1812, 
m arched down betw een two old gentlem en. He 
was dressed in an old uniform th at he wore in 
1812 and saluted and shook hands w ith the 
President from the street. He was afterw ard 
taken on the grand stand and presented to the 
President by General Sherm an. 
President H arrison lelt the review ing stand 
early this afternoon to take the special train 
lor W ashington. 


A PRESENTATION. 
One event of th e day w as the presentation by 
Mayor G rant to the President on the review ing 
stand of a silver cylinder, containing an ad­ 
dress of congratulation signed by one hundred 
prom inent citizens who rode in the procession. 
The tex t is as follows: 
To Benjamin Harrison, President of the Vnitcd 
States, April :í0, 1889—1 he undersigned repre­ 
sentatives of civil, com m ercial, industrial and 
educational organizations and bodies of the 
city of New York, on the occasion of the cen­ 
tennial celebration of the inaugural of W ash­ 
ington, the first President, present anew to the 
President of the United States, in his official 
capacity, th eir allegiance to the Governm ent, 
C onstitution and laws, w ith th eir congratula­ 
tions upon th e com pletion of a century of con­ 
stitutional governm ent, and the progress m ade 
in th at century. 


IN C ID E N T S O F T H E D A T .

New Y o r k , May 1st.—A touching incident 
occurred yesterday w hen C om m ander D rake of 
th e W izabeth Zouaves presented Governor Gor­ 
don and staff of Georgia w ith th eir G rand Army 
badges. It was th e first m eetiug of the two old 
soldiers since they m et on th e field of battle. 
Com m ander Drake, learning th at Gordon was

OUE INTERIOR NEWSPAPERS. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
The F eooiid-Union of a recent date com m ents 
favorably in respect to th e interior newspapers 
ol California, and urges th a t they ought to be 
well supported. The CaU fully indorses the re­ 
m arks of the R ecobd U nion, for really the In­ 
terior papéis are generally very creditable to 
th eir publishers. The interior papers, of course, 
are not full of articles upon every conceivable 
subject, but they publish th e current new s of 
th e day in good shape. Indeed, the substance 
o f every im portant telegram w hich comes to 
San Francisco Is im m ediately telegraphed for 
use in the interior. The new spapers ol Califor­ 
nia, taken as a whole, equal those ol any other 
State in the Union, not even excepting New 
York. 
The R ecohd-U nion’8 article was not 
directed so much to the newspaper ability 
of the interior press as to the duty of 
“country” communities to support their 
local papers. 
The dozen or more newspa­ 
pers o lr interior cities have nothing of 
w h ic lJ complain in the way of m ainten­ 
ance l j the people, but the town and vil­ 
lage press, the country papers proper, 
which must depend for support upon com­ 
m unities of exceedingly limited |>opula- 
tion, have cause, in no small degree, to 
complain that their value as factors in the 
progress of the State is not fully acknowl­ 
edged or followed by that financial recog­ 
nition that is essential to proper support. 
T he disposition to undervalue th e im port­ 
ance of the country press was w hat stim u­ 
lated the R eco rd -U n io n to its remarks, 
and the extension of the advice to country 
communities to give the m atter more seri­ 
ous thought. 
T hat w hich is general in its 
appeal is very likely to be accepted as per­ 
sonal by no one. 
W e wish, therefore, 
th at every country m erchant, every coun­ 
try m anufacturer and professional man, 
would consider the suggestions already ad­ 
vanced as personal addresses. 
So, too, it is 
the duty, nay he should consider it the 
privilege of every producer and every 
other citizen of th e interior counties to aid 
in the support of the local newspaper by 
advertising in it, by subscribing for it, and 
in every other reasonable way contributing 
to its m aintenance, th at it may be made in 
tone, appearance and general conduct rep­ 
resentative of the section in which it is 
published. 
T he reasons advanced by this 
journal as underlying this advice were 
em inently practical; they do not at all 
smack of th e sentim ental, and títere is 
nothing related to the question, as we view 


tt, th at has even the tinge of (lattery. Cer­ 
tainly the country press must deserve the 
Approval of its people, and w here it does 
not, it is entitled to 110 sym pathy if its 
support is meager. 
B ut we believe with 
our San Francisco contemporary that as a 
rule it is worthy of commendation, and 
we insist as strenuously that as a rule it 
does no receive the financial reward com­ 
mensurate with its value to the communi­ 
ties it represents, and which, if they had 
no such exponent of local demand and 
opinion, would be literallv far removed 
from the other sections of the State and he 
little known and less appreciated. 


O n e o f the officers of the U nited States 
Governm ent who was recently installed 
has been ordered to vacate the rooms he 
had taken in a leading hotel in W ashing­ 
ton, and he has complied. 
The reason 
for the strange proceeding is novel and 
sham eful. 
The Treasurer of the U nited 
States is an amiable and well-conducted 
citizen; his family is well-liked, and tl.e 
landlord of the hotel they vacate says he 
never wants a better group of people in 
his house than Mr. Huston and his family. 
But the Treasurer, who was Chairm an of 
the Republican State Central Committee 
of Indiana, is so beset by office-seekers 
th at the presence of the crowd of men at 
his heels has become a nuisance, and the 
landlord saw ruin to his business and his 
car[>cts if the hungry horde continued to 
tram p through his house from dawn until 
the m idnight hour. 
A ll which proves 
th a t w hile Mr. Huston is probably fully 
coini«.'tent to be Treasurer he is lacking in 
th e firmness that enables a man to sav 
“ no.” It is none less disgraceful, however, 
that he should be so annoyed as he is re­ 
ported to be. 
It does not speak well for 
our system that the greed to serve in office 
is so rapacious as the troubles of Mr. H us­ 
ton illustrate it to be. 
T his insatiable 
craving for place indicates lack of self­ 
helpfulness, a rem arkable enlargement of 
the “ hanger-on ” class, and an unhealthy 
stim ulation of the desire to dabble in poli­ 
tics th at may well create feelings of uneasi­ 
ness. 
If the disposition now manifest con­ 
tinues to augment, the tim e will come 
shortly when it will lie absolutely neces­ 
sary to reform the whole system by which 
Governm ent servants are selected. The 
spoils” system is responsible altogether 
for the disgraceful rush for place that the 
country has witnessed since the 4th of 
March. 
If the civil service reform idea is 
ever carried into our system to the extent 
th at its virtues warrant, there will be a 
remedy for these annoying pilgrimages to 
the National Capital. 
And the tim e wil* 
come, it is im|Kissiblc to avoid it, when in 
defense of the adm inistrative system of the 
Governm ent the people of the United 
States will be compelled to accept the 
civil service reform scheme as the onlv 
agency through which the office-seeking 
d a — can be dim inished and kept w ithin 
reasonable bounds. 


T ltx accident at the display of fire-works 
in Chicago on Tuesday night, by which a 
numliet of iicople were injured, was due to 
incom petent management, and it should 
rank as crim inal neglect.

It would be a good thing to make 
an exam ple of the men who so recklessly 
tire these machines. 
There was no reason 
on the part of the people to expect the 
rockets to dash through the streets; they 
were, therefore, wholly unprepared for the 
advent of the fiery monsters, and that a 
greater panic did not result is a m atter to 
lie thankful for. 


S h a k e s p e a r e is no longer to be com - 
panionless in the challenge of authorship. 
G erm an critics have now raised the ques­ 
tion, “ Did Goethe w rite Faust?” 
lu this 


ca-se Lessing is the newly accredited author 
of the great creation. 
T he assailants of 
Goethe’s fame are led by M oritz Garriere, 
and their arguments bear some resemblance 
to those advanced by the Baconians in the 
assault upon the plays of Shakespeare— 
th at Lessing wrote a Faust, the m anu­ 
script of which has never been found ; 
th at while there was much talk of G oethe’s 
Faust, not a line of it was published until 
after Lessing’s d e a th ; th at Lessing dis­ 
liked Goethe ; th at it was quite common 
in those days for authors to steal each 
other's works, and finally th at Lessing’s 
work was in prose, and so too was Goethe’s 
in its original form. 
I t Ls improbable th a t 
the critics can call sufficient testimony to 
the support of either of these allegations 
to command for it a respectful hearing be­ 
fore the literary world. 


“ C A L IF O R N IA O N W H E E L S.” 


S a n F ra ncesco, which has had so many 
indifferent Fourth of Ju ly celebrations, 
proved by her effort of Tuesday th at when 
the people of th at city resolve in sincerity 
to make patriotic demonstrations they have 
the capacity to do honor to the State and 
to the nation. 
According to all the local 
accounts, the Pacific metropolis did as 
well, her population and wealth considered 
comparatively, as did New York on Tues­ 
day. 
Y et the display did not cost the 
people nearly so much as the usual Fourth 
of Ju ly celebrations, simply because there 
was heart in the work, and the money 
necessary did not come out of the City 
Treasury, but was raised among the people 
by solicitation and voluntary contribution. 


I t is said th at the Salon of 1889 is to 
suffer by reason of the art display at the 
international exhibition at Paris. 
This is 
not surprising, and the Salon committee 
must have forseen it. 
A rtists are like 
other people, and will exhibit their works 
where they are sure to receive the criticism 
aud attention of the greatest number of 
people. 
The artist works for the world, 
and it is the world’s approval he seeks and 
the world’s patronage, too. 
T hat the most 
of the artists should, therefore, take their 
works this year to the Champs de Mars, 
rather than to the Salon, is not at all sur­ 
prising.

of Ministers and Consular Officials, that it 
can be accepted as a fixed conclusion that 
no such blunder as that which hum iliated 
the late M inister Sackville West will occur 
under the Pauncefoterepresentation. 


The enterprising fellow who went into 
O klahom a with a carload of coffins, found 
that the dem and was not equal to bis 
ability to supply, but he bad speculated 
better than be knew. 
H earing of a district 
where the scarcity of lum ber material had 
caused the price of that staple to advance 
enormously, he seized upon the oppor­ 
tunity and transferred his cargo to that 
point, with the result that his coffins were 
speeoily sold for lum ber which was fash­ 
ioned into dwellings for the living. The 
spirit of enterprise in America knows no 
such word as fail. 


General Greely, the Chief Signal Officer 
of the U. S. A., and in charge of the Me­ 
teorological Signal Service, has issued from 
the Government Printing Office a work 
upon the rainfall of the Pacific coast and 
some of the Great Basin territories, that is 
of the highest value to those sections. It 
is a quarto of over a hundred pages, supple- 
tnen.ed by fifteen elaborate maps in colors, 
which, after the m anner of those used by the 
Census Bureau, show at a glance the meteor­ 
ological fact sought for, and indicate where 
and how to search out the details in the ac­ 
companying text and exhaustive tables. 
The book is an accurate report upon the 
rainfall in W ashington Territory, Oregon, 
California, Idaho. Arizona, Nevada, Colo­ 
rado. W yoming, New Mexico, the Indian 
Territory and Texas. The period treated 
varies with the different sections, and cov­ 
ers from two to forty years of time. This 
report was originally transmitted to Con­ 
gress by the Secretary of W ar, who took 
occasion to express to that body his opin­ 
ion of the high importance and great value 
of the work. The conclusions reached by 
the Signal Officer are very encourgiug to 
the trans-Mississippi and the trans-M is­ 
souri sections—lhat the rainfall in those re­ 
gions, heretofore so much afflicted with 
drought, is steadily increasing. The extent 
to which forests are factors in the am ount 
of precipitation of, and the outlook for ir­ 
rigation in the far West and upon the lands 
of some of the central States and Territo­ 
ries, ate among the subjects treated in this 
im portant contribution to meteorological 
science. The book is of the greatest value, 
as we discover by hasty scanning, and we 
are convinced that deliberate examination 
will develop it as one of the most im por­ 
tant documents that lias come iroru the 
Government press in recent years.

F. Craft, the contractor, will start tc- 
ruorrow to burn brick with a force of forty 
men. 
Excavmions for Mr. Levy’u store, 
opposite the hotel, will he started this com­ 
ing week, and many other buildings are 
being contracted for. This place is not 
booming, it is not crowded with Eastern 
people, m ere is 110 excitement, but there is 
a steady, substantial growth that means 
business to anyone that sees the place, and 
it is by people who know the country and 
who can appreciate good soil and fine 
ciiniate. W hile the Eastern jieople have, 
of course, been advised of its advantages! 
they will have to make good tim e toward! 
this section or they will come ft>o late.

The conductors of the California car sent 
out by the State Board of Trade repot t often 
the progress of their exhibit through the 
East, and its success is measured by the 
vast num ber of visitors who inspect it and 
express their pleasure and approbation to 
the gentlemen in charge. 
The car has carried to distant com m uni­ 
ties an object lesson of the greatest value to 
California. 
It has affirmed the clemency 
of our climate and the richness of our soil, 
and the influence of both upon rural indus­ 
try. It has shown indisputably the won- 
del ful variety of our products, and has 
given the East a just conception of the 
num ber of strings a California farmer has 
to his bow. 
The effect of this knowledge upon the 
East can only be measured when we con­ 
sider the few crop3 upon which the farmer 
m ust depend in lhat region, and the liabil­ 
ity of these to common destruction bv some 
erratic change in the weather, by untimely 
rain, or drought, or frost. “Climate is wlia't 
you have ali

An adm ission fee of 
ten cents was charged to see Florida, and the 
exhibits aud airangem ent did not com pare 
w ith your ear, for they were a dirty, ill sm elling, 
cheaply and m iserably arranged show, lh e 
difference was especially noticeable after visit­ 
ing the California. I took some ladies down to 
the depot, and after visiting the California car, 
we w ent to the Florida ear, which looked fine 
outside, but we felt as if we had been sw indled 
w hen we w ent inside. 
It was neither attractive 
nor interés; ing, w hile the California ear was 
both, and in-tractive besides. The sight of it 
m ade us covetous 
We w anted to taste the 
fiuits, glares, and I could hardly keen hands 
oft’ the wiue bottles, w hich, fortunately, were 
w ired fast. 
This letter gives one an idea of the good 
work that is being done by putting Califor­ 
nia's show-window on wheels. 
It is proof that this Slate performs all 
th at it advertises, and that its commerce 
aud prosperity have the solid foundation of 
the most varied rural industry possible to 
any country on earth. 
Such results should encourage the whole 
State to second the efforts of the Board of 
Trade, that it may extend its efforts to 
wider fields. 
Its work is not directed 
especially to securing immigration. The 
above letter shows how its exhibit power­ 
fully promotes a m arket for our products. 
If every one couid have seen the benefit of 
a London exhibit in a commercial light, 
that enterprise would have inspired the 
consumers in a great 
m arket with the 
same desire to touch and taste that was felt 
by the New Yorker. We have iaith that the 
Board will yet be able to reach the Euglish 
public with such an attractive show of our 
lruits and wiues and other evidences of our 
capacity to compete with France and Italy 
and Spain iu their specialties as will reflect 
im mediate benefit upon our producers. The 
good effect upon our trade is not to be 
doubted, and if a secondary effect appear, 
in the tem pting of im m igration, it will be 
of a most desirable class, since our industries 
are 
of the kind that 
will attract no 
other. They hold out inducem ents only to 
the intelligent and thrifty, who, because 
ot their thrift and intelligence, m ake de­ 
sirable citizens. Indeed, the work of the 
State Board is practically toward inducing 
a select im m igration only, for the im pres­ 
sion it gives of California is an appeal to 
the refined tastes and the best aspirations 
of people everywhere.—S’. F. Alta. 


A L IN G E R IN G D E A T H . 


A P e a c h P it in th e In te s tin e s fo r T h re e 
Y e a rs. 
The physicians of Red Bluff made a post­ 
mortem exam ination on the body of Omar 
Steuart at 2 p. m. Friday. They found a 
perforation of the bowel, which caused the 
fatal attack of peritonitis. H is affliction 
was invested with peculiar interest to the 
physicians here, from the fact that the 
cause had existed for over three year?, and 
he had been examined and treated bv the 
most em inent physicians and surgeons of 
W ashington, New York, Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. 
His affliction dates from September, 1885, 
when he accidentally swallowed a peach 
kernel. Two weeks later lie started ironi 
here with his m other for their hom e in 
W ashington, D C. 
At Rocklin, Cai.. he 
was attacked with typhlitis (an inflam m a­ 
tion of that part of the bowels where t_e 
sm all intestines join the 
large), being 
treated by various physicians en route, and 
aiter his arrival home was attended by four 
of the em inent physicians of W ashing­ 
ton. 
For several weeks his condition 
was extremely critical, 
and 
after 
the 
inflammation subsided an induration or 
swelling remained at the seat of inflam m a­ 
tion, which was a source of constant pain 
and repeated attacks of peritonitis since. 
W hether the peach kernel lodging in that 
part of the intestines was the cause of the 
first attack of inflam mation and subse­ 
quent affliction was a m atter only of con­ 
jecture among the medical attendants. 
An operation upon the diseased part in ­ 
volved im m inent danger to his life, with­ 
out positive assurance of perm anent relief 
and the surgeons did not urge it. The post­ 
mortem examination revealtd the fact lhat 
the peach kernel was the cause of his long 
illness, the frequent attacks of inflam m a­ 
tion and tinal perforation and death, and 
that any surgical operation for its rem otal 
would have been of no avail. T hat he 
lived from last Sunday m orning until F ri­ 
day after the fatal perforation, and the 
grave symptoms im mediately following, is 
particularly interesting to medical men, as 
such cases are anom alous.—lied Bluff Senti­ 
nel.

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BOOK MEN. 
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THE APPROACHING CONVENTION' 
OF LIBRARIANS. 


An Im p ortan t C on feren ce o f L ib ra­ 
r ia n s an d L itte r a te u rs—A C a li­ 
forn ian 's S ch em e—E tc. 


State Librarian T. H. W allis departed for 
St. Lonis last evening, to attend the con­ 
vention of State Librarians which will be 
held there on the Stb of this m onth. In 
1887 Mr. W allis drafted a resolution, set­ 
ting forth the m any advantages to he de­ 
rived from a meeting of State Librarians, 
w hich was adopted by the Legislature in 
1887, and in pursuance of said resolution 
T. H . W allis was authorized to organize 
such a Convention and provide for a tim e 
and place of its meeting. Since said tim e 
he has been in constant communication 
w ith the State Librarians, Governors, State 
Superintendents of Education, Librarians 
of free and public libraries of the several 
States and Territories and m any other per­ 
sons 
interested 
in 
the 
snccess 
of 
libraries 
and 
education. 
The 
result 
has been most 
flattering, and 
there 
is no doubt but that good will result 
from the Convention. The readers of the 
R ecord-Union will remember that in Feb­ 
ruary, 1887, this journal advocated the 
adoption of the resolution, and prophesied 
that the tim e was not far distant when the 
entire nation would wake up to the fact 
that something must be done to bring out 
this educational part of the Government. 
The success of a Government depends upon 
the social qualities, the m orality and the 
intelligence of its people. 
The American Library Association, a 
body of 500 members, have never assisted 
the State Libraries for the reason that a 
jealousy exists between them , but Mr. 
Wallis has succeeded in removing that bar­ 
rier. and at bis suggestion, the Association 
in September, 1887, passed the following 
resolution : 
Resolved. T hat the Am erican Librarv Associa­ 
tion extend to the State L ibrarians a cordial in ­ 
vitation to join in its next conference, and, in 
case there are subjects w hich they m ay wish to 
discuss, not oi a special interest to general 
Librarians, th e form ation of a separate section 
of the Association for State and Law Librarians 
is suggested. 
OTHER INDORSEMENTS. 
The President of the Association, C. A. 
Cutter, writes as follows, under date of 
lloston, April II, 1889: 
I h ear w ith pleasure th at vou have asked the 
State L ibrarians to m eet at'St. Louis w hile the 
A. L. A. is in session there. It seems to me 
most desirable, both for economy of traveling 
a n l for the increase of our joint influence, th at 
th e State L ibrarians should come as m em bers of 
the A. L. A., though form ing a separate secrion: 
but how ever you come, w hether as part of our 
Association or as a separate society, you w ill be 
heartily welcome, anil we will do all th at we 
cau to farth er your objects am i m ake your visit 
pleasant. 
Melvil Dewey, Secretar}- of the American 
Library Association, and State Librarian of 
New York, writes as follows: 
I am just iti receipt of yours of 22d of M arch, 
1881», and hasteu to answ er you th at the A. L. 
A. will give a most cordial welcome to a State 
Library section. 1 will try to do w hat 1 can to 
interest others. 
Now th a t 1 am m yself one of 
the num ber, m y feelings of two vears ago are 
greatly deerened, and I feel strongly th a t th is 
IK the only wise plan. 
I shall take great pleas­ 
ure m helpiug organize such a section. 
Hon. A. 11. Spoflord, Librarian of Con­ 
gress, wrote: ‘‘Your letter received. It is 
a good idea, one that will accomplish great 
results. State Librarians are m uch in need 
of a conference for discussing library m at­ 
ters. 
You have my hearty support, and I 
am certain the American Library Associa­ 
tion will do all in its power to aid the con­ 
ference.” 
Charles C. Soule, of Boston, and many 
others, have written very encouraging let­ 
ters and have promised to give their time 
and attention to assist in carrying out the 
objects for which the Convention is called. 
There will be tw enty State Librarians per- 
oually in attendance, and ten will send 
persons to represent their States. Nearly 
all the Govjrnors and State Superintend­ 
ents of Education have promised to join 
in a letter recommending to the several 
States, Territories and to Congress the ad­ 
dress that will be adopted by the Conven­ 
tion of State Librarians. 
After the Convention adjourns at St. 
Lonis a Committee of the American Li­ 
brary Association and the State Librarians 
will wait npon the President and request 
that be mention the m atter in bis message 
to Congress.

M ANG LED B Y A DUMMY. 


A n OIU P io n ee r M eets a H orrib le D eath 
in San F ra n cisco . 
Sax Fbancisco, May 1st.—E. O. F. Hastings, 
an old pioneer and u well-known member of 
the bar, died in his home at 1500 Fine street 
this morning, from injuries received last night 
bv being run over by a car of the Sutter street 
cable line. The unfortunate man had both legs 
horribly mangled, and although everything 
possible was done by the medical atteLdauts to 
alleviate his sufferings, death was a welcome 
relief to him when it came. The accident oc­ 
curred at the corner of Sutter and Polk streets, 
and although there were many witnesses to the 
sad affair none of them know exactly how it 
happened, for while soap; saj' that fly slipped 
and fell while alighting from the front platform 
of the car, others say that he was accidentally 
thrown down by another passenger. 
The deceased was a native ot Ohio, 61 years 
of age, and leaves a widow and one son. His 
relatives in the East were all well connected, 
his father at one lime being a member oi Con­ 
gress. He crossed the plains in early days, Htid 
in 1849 he settled on Bidwell's bar. After m in­ 
ing for several years he went to Marysville and 
there commenced the practice of the law. 
While there he was elected a member of the 
Legislature, and later on he was appointed 
Registrar of the Land Office at Marysville. In 
1568 he came to this city with his family and 
made it his home. 
He acted as attorney for 
the Board of Regents of the State University 
and w as sent by them several years ago to 
Washington, D. C., to look after the title to the 
land grant of the University. He was also Land 
Agent for the State under ex-Presideul Grant, 
and later on he ¿lied several minor offices. At 
the time of his death he was engaged in the 
practice of law at G12 Commercial street.

Morton & Co. The accident happened in front 
of the Grand Hotel, on New Montgomery street, 
and according to the story ot eye witnesses, it 
was not cue to uny carelessness on the part of 
the driver. The boy ran out from the sidewalk 
and tried to climb on the truck between the 
wheels. He caught hold of the stakes, but lost 
his grip, and the next iustant fell to the ground. 
Haley did not see the boy until the spectators 
on the sidewalk called out to him, and it was 
then too late, lor the hind wheels had pass over 
his head, instantly killing him. Haley was 
taken into custody by policeman James O'Con­ 
nor and charged with manslaughter, but was 
immediately released on his own recognizance, 
by order ot c aptain Douglass. 
The body of the unfortunate boy was picked 
up and earned to the sidewalk to aw ait the ar­ 
rival of the Coroner’s deputies. A telephone 
message was seut to the Morgue, but the wagon 
was being repaired and the remains lay ou the 
sidewalk for several hours. 
The head was 
crushed out of all shape and presented a ghastly 
and sickening sight. A crowd of several hun­ 
dred citizens crowded around the spot, and a 
few newspapers were used to cover the remains, 
while a policeman remained on gu ard uutil the 
wagon arrived. _____ ______ 


SH O T DO W N ON T H E STR E ET. 


W . E . H aw k in g A ttem p ts to K ill F . H . 
O gle in S alem . 
Salem (Or.), May 1st.—This city was startled 
this evening at 8:20 o’clock by the report of four 
pistol shots fired in quick succession, and were 
horrified to find that F. H. Ogle, a young m ar­ 
ried man. well and popularly known in this 
county and Linn, had been shot very danger­ 
ously. Ogle was in company with J. H. Mc- 
Nary, Deputy County Recorder, and was walk­ 
ing oil the street-car track on Commercial street, 
near State, w hen lie was met by IV. E. Hawkins, 
who remarked, “ I hear you have been talking 
About me again," and immediately pulled his 
revolver and commenced firing, shooting four 
times. Ogle ran across the street to the side­ 
walk, where he met Hugh Thompson, and stag­ 
gered toward him with the exclamation, "I'm 
shot.” 
Thompson and Wm. J. Clarke assisted him to 
Giosou & Singleton's drug store. He was very 
weak and could scarcely speak, showing that 
something was wrong in the Inngs ami throat. 
Drs. W. H. Byrd and J. N. Smith were imme­ 
diately summoned, and they found but one 
wound. The bullet had struck the clavicle in 
front of the left shoulder, breaking the bone 
aud going inside. It is impossible yet to tell 
the extent of the injury, but it may prove fatal. 
The patient is spitting blood, and coughs as 
though his left lung was clogged with blood. 
Policeman Lake ran immediately to the scene 
of the shooting, but in the thi> k smoke could 
not discover who did it. He saw Hawkins on 
the sidewalk aud caught him. and asked him if 
he did the shooting. Hawkins answered: “ No, 
the fellow who did the shooting just ran down 
the street ” 
The policemau then let him go. In a short 
time however he was captured by la k e and 
Sheriff Crolsan and lodged in the County Jail. 
The cause of the shooting is said to be a private 
quarrel between them. Hawkins worked for 
t igie tor some time, quitting last December, and 
Ogle has been claiming that he was dishonest 
and had stolen from liim. Ogle, who lives ou a 
large farm near Lebanon, came here this morn­ 
ing with his wife, who is a niece of Dr. Horace 
IV. Cox, and it appears told -ome of Hawkins’ 
friends that the latter had stolen from him. 
This is supposed to have led to the shooting. 
Hawkins was horn in Portland and is 3> years 
old. unmarried and was formerly in the drug 
business in this city. 
MeNaty. who was with Ogle and is a close 
iriend, says that Ogle was not expecting the 
occurrence, and had no weapon. Hawkins was 
seen in jail by a Statesman re]>orter just now and 
he declines to make any statement except that 
he shot in self delense: that Ogle trteil to pull a 
gun. No firearm has been found ou Ogle and 
Hawkins’ pistol shows four shots fired, the 
number heard by those close by.
